The principal 
item in the liabilities in addition to 
the outstanding bonds is an item of 
$12,500 for notes held by the first N a­ 
tional Bank. 
This item in the 1910 
report was $9050. 
The principal 
sources of 
revenue

year in the general fund 
were $12,074.83 from taxes, $1382.00 
from the G ettysburg Electric Railway 
Company for car licenses and repairs 
to the streets made necessary by the 
lifting of their tracks, and collections 
of licenses and permits by the B ur­ 
gess am ounting to $1700.75.

To the Editor:— 
The farmer has seen many changes 
in the manner of .the controlling and 
the conducting of business in the past 
few years. 
From the tiller of the 
soil being able to control the markets 
of grain, that pawer has slipped from 
him until it is now manipulated by 
the grain operators of large cities. • 
He is uncertain as to whether he will 
receive adequate compensation for his 
efforts. 
The latest effort in the con­ 
centration of business in cities is to 
take from the farmer and residents 
of the smaller towns their opportunity 
to buy their necessities at home and 
require them to send their money to 
cities. 
Perhaps the strongest factors in 
this destruction of home markets are 
the concerns 
known 
as 
catalogue 
houses. 
Their aim is to drive, if j 
possible, the retail merchants, located 
in the towns of all states, out of busi­ 
ness. 
The home merchant has re­ 
peatedly complained to his patrons j 
and asked them that, instead of send­ 
ing their money away for what they 
need, to give him the opportunity of 
filling their orders and has offered to 
do »o at prices as law and lower, for 
the same quality of goods as that 
offered by the catalogue houses. 
Our members of Congress have been 
aware of such conditions and every 
one of them is bitterly opposed to 
any change in our postal laws, which 
would give the catalogue house « 
stronger hold on the trade of the 
country. These Congressmen are not 
narrow minded men, but have been 
drilled in the relentless mill of years 
of experience, fine of the Iowa Con- 
g re same n has made the remark that 
he is opposed to the encroachment of 
the catalogue house on the home mer­ 
chant for the good reason that, in the 
sending of money to an unseen and 
unknown merchant, it gives that mer­ 
chant an opportunity to practice un­ 
scrupulous tactics upon the unsuspect­ 
ing customer. 
As we have hinted in the beginning 
of this article, it is the object of 
the promoters of the catalogue houses 
to drive the home merchant out of 
business and, if they succeed in doing 
so, it means the ruining of our beauti­ 
ful and home-like towns. 
As this 
would do much toward depreciating 
the value of the farm lands, it is a 
question that not only is of vital in­ 
terest to the retail merchant but it is 
of just as much interest to the citi­ 
zens of our towns and to the farm ­ 
ers. 
It w’ouki certainly be a deplorable 
condition if we were obliged to suad 
away for nearly everything we need 
because our home merchants have 
been driven out of business by the 
catalogue houses. 
These houses must pay for their 
goods just the same as the merchants 
at home, and some one must pay the 
millions of dollars these 
catalogue 
houses spend every year in advertis­ 
ing their business, and 
for 
these 
premiums given to the agents who 
run over the country and solicit or­ 
ders for them. 
On top of all this 
expense are the thousands upon thou­ 
sands of dol/.rs they pay yearly for 
rent of the buildings they occupy, be­ 
sides the additional expense of an 
army of clerks. 
The home merchant 
is not called upon to meet any of 
these expenses. 
It seems the people 
of Adams County should have inbred 
pride enough to prompt them to deal 
at home.
